shall be fined or imprisoned, or both, according to the discretion of the p 
court in which such conviction .shall take place, having respect 4o the 
nature of the crime with which the escaped prisoner shall have been 
charged, in a sum not exceeding two thousand dollars, and for a term not 
exceeding two years* This act shall be taken and construed to apply not 
only to* cases in which the prisoner wh<2 escaped was charged, or found To what case$ 
guilty of an offence against the laws of the United States, but also to this act to apply, 
cases in which a prisoner may be in custody charged with offences against 
any foreign government with whom the United States have treaties of 
extradition.

Chap, CLXXIX — An Act to tarry into Effect Provisions of the Treaties between the 
United States, China, Japan* Sum, Persia, and ether Countries, giving certain Judicial 

Powers to Ministers ana Consuls or other Functionaries, of the United States in those 

Countries, and for other Purposes,

Be it enacted by ike Senate and Souse of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That, to carry into full effect 
United States the provisions of the treaties of, the United States with the empires of 
ministers and China, Japan, and Siam, respectively, the minister and the consuls of 
SSI to iS* the United States, duly appointed to reside in each of the said countries, 
certain judicial shall, in addition to other powers and duties imposed upon them, respee- 
powers. lively, by the provisions of such treaties, respectively, be invested with 

the judicial authority herein described, which shall appertain to the said 
office of minister and consul, and be a part of the duties belonging thereto, 
wherein the same is allowed by treaty. 
As to crimes Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That in regard to crimes and mis- 
and mi$dem«an- demeanors, the said public functionaries are hereby folly empowered

redemption of the same at any time after the expiration of twenty years

And be it further enacted, That the Constitution and all laws 
of the United States which are not locally inapplicable shall have the 
same force and effect within the said Territory of Nevada as elsewhere 
within the United States. 

Sec. 17. And be it further enacted. That the President of the United 
States, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, shall be, and 
he is hereby, authorized to appoint a surveyor general for Nevada, who 
shall locate his office at such place as the Secretary of the Interior shall 
from time to time direct, and whose duties, powers, obligations, responsi- 
bilities, compensation, and allowances for clerk hire, office rent, fuel, and 
incidental expenses, shall be the same as those of the surveyor general of 
New Mexico, under the direction of the Secretary of the Interior, and 
such instructions as he may from time to time deem it advisable to give 
him.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That hereafter every person 
elected or appointed to any office of honor or profit under the government 
of the United States, either in the civil, military or naval departments of 
the public service, excepting the President of the United States, shall, 
before entering upon the duties of such office, and before being entitled to 
any of the salary or other emoluments thereof, take and subscribe the fol- 
lowing oath or affirmation : " I, A. 6., do solemnly swear (or affirm) that 
I have never voluntarily borne arms against the United States since I 
have been a citizen thereof; that I have voluntarily given no aid, coun- 
tenance, counsel, or encouragement to persons engaged in armed hostility 
thereto ; that 1 have neither sought nor accepted nor attempted to exer- 
cise the functions of any office whatever, under any authority or pretended 
authority in hostility to the United States ; that I have not yielded a vol- 
untary support to any pretended government, authority, power or consti- 
tution within the United States, hostile or inimical thereto. And I do 
further swear (or affirm) that, to the best of my knowledge and ability, I 
will support and defend the Constitution of the United States, against all 
enemies, foreign and domestic ; that I will bear true faith and allegiance 
to the same ; that I take this obligation freely, without any mental reser- 
vation or purpose of evasion, and that I will well and faithfully discharge 
the duties of the office on which I am about to enter, so help me God 
which said oath, so taken and signed, shall be preserved among the files 
of the court, House of Congress, or Department to which the said office 
may appertain. And any person who shall falsely take the said oath shall 
be guilty of perjury, and on conviction, in addition to the penalties now 
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prescribed for that offence, shall be deprived of bis office and rendered Penalty, 
incapable forever after of holding any office or place under the United 
States*

Whereas there now exist in the United States an insurrection and rebel* Preamble, 
lion against the authority thereof, and it is, under the Constitution of 
the United States, the duty of the government to suppress insurrection 
and rebellion, to guarantee to each State a republican form of govern- 
ment, and to preserve the public tranquillity ; and whereas, for these 
high purposes, a military force is indispensable, to raise and support 
which all persons ought willingly to contribute ; and whereas no service 
can be more praiseworthy and honorable than that which is rendered

of Nevada. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Home of BepresentaHves of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That a branch of the mint of 
the United States be located and established at Carson City, in the Terri- 
tory of Nevada, for the coinage of gold and silver* 

Sec. 2* And be it further enacted, That, for carrying on the business 
of said branch, the following officers shall be appointed, as soon as the 
public interest shall require their service, upon the nomination of the 
President, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, namely : 
one superintendent, one assayer, one melter and refiner, and one coiner ;

The salaries of the said officers shall be as 
follows : To the superintendent, the sum of two thousand dollars ; to the 
assayer, the sum of eighteen hundred dollars ; to the melter and refiner, 
eighteen hundred dollars ; to the clerks, subordinate workmen, and labor*

Whereas there appears in the public prints what purports to be a proclama* 
lion of Major General Hunter, in the words and figures Mowing, to wit : 

Headquarters Department of the South, 
„ Hilton Head, & C, May 9, 1868. 

General Orders Na 11. — The three States of Georgia, Florida, and South 
Carolina, comprising the military department of the South, having deliberately 
declared themselves no longer under the protection of the United States of 
America, and having taken up arms against the said United States, it becomes 
a military necessity to declare them under martial law. This was accordingly done 
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on the 25th day of April, 1862; Slavery and martial law in a free country are 
altogether incompatible; the persons in these three States— Georgia, Florida, 
and South Carolina — heretofore held as slaves, are therefore declared forever 
free.

And whereas the same is producing some excitement and misunderstanding, 
therefore, 

I, ABRAHAM LINCOLN, President of the United States, proclaim and Proclamation 
declare, that the Government of the United States had no knowledge, informa- void in parti 
tion, or belief, of an intention on the part of General Hunter to issue such a 
proclamation ; nor has it yet any authentic information that the document is 
genuine. And further, that neither General Hunter, nor any other commander, 
or person, has been authorized by the Government of the United States to make 
proclamations declaring the slaves of any State free ; and that the supposed 
proclamation, now in question, whether genuine or false, is altogether void, so far 
as respects such declaration. 

I further make known that whether it be competent for me, as Commander* 
in-Chief of the Army and Navy, to declare the slaves of any State or States 
free, and whether, at any time, in any case, it shall have become a necessity 
indispensable to the maintenance of the Government, to exercise such supposed 
power, are questions which, under my responsibility, I reserve to myself, and 
which I cannot feel justified in leaving to the decision of commanders in the 
field. These are totally different questions from those of police regulations in 
armies and camps. 

On the sixth day of March last, by a special message, I recommended to Con- Appeal for the 

gress the adoption of a joint resolution to be substantially as follows: gradual abolish- 

ment of slavery* 

Resohed, That the United States ought to cooperate with any State which 
may adopt a gradual abolishment of slavery, giving to such 'State pecuniary aid, 
to be used by such State in its discretion, to compensate for the inconveniences, 
public and private, produced by such change of system. 

The resolution, in the language above quoted, was adopted by large majorities 
in both branches of Congress, and now stands an authentic, definite, and solemn 
proposal of the nation to the States and people most immediately interested in 
the subject matter. To the people of those States I now earnestly appeal — I 
do not argue — I beseech you to make the arguments for yourselves— You can- 
not, if you would, be blind to the signs of the times — I beg of you a calm and 
enlarged consideration of them, ranging, if it may be, far above personal and par- 
tisan politics. This proposal makes common cause for a common object, casting 
no reproaches upon any. It acts not the Pharisee. The change it contemplates 
would come gently as the dews of heaven, not rending or wrecking anything. 
W11 you not embrace it? So much good has not been done, by one effort, m 
all past time, as, in the providence of God, it is now your high privilege to da 
May the vast future not have to lament that you have neglected it.

I, Abraham Lincoln, President of the United States of America, and Objects 'of the 
commander-in-chief of the army and navy thereof, do hereby proclaim and war.

Arkansas, Texas, Louisiana, (except the parishes of St Bernard, Plaquemines, 
Jefferson, St John, St. Charles, bt James, Ascension, Assumption, Terre 
Bonne, Lafourche, St Mary, St. Martin, and Orleans, including the city of New 
Orleans,) Mississippi, Alabama, Florida, Georgia, South Carolina, North Caro- 
lina, and Virginia, (except the forty-eight counties designated as West Virginia,
